The Dayton Church Decision, 
Rendered at Lant. 

Judge Elliott this morning, 
Ju!y 19tb, rendered his loug 
looked for decision ou the church 
property question in this city. 
It was one ot the longest Court 
documents that I ever listened 
to. No wonder it took bim so 
long to get ready. It waa tbe 
same old sickening story over 
again about Annual Meeting 
Supremacy and adjoining elder 
authority. In support of his 
decision in favor of A. M. church, 
quotation after quotation from 
the G. B. minutes and the Kurtz 
cyclopedia was made until you 
imagined you were at one of the 
adjoining elder meetings where 
some poor sinner against Dunk- 
ard pope-dom was being tried. 
The sharp, eloquent, cutting say- 
ings of brethren Brown, Worst 
and others at the Brethren Day- 
ton Convention were raked up 
to support the idea that the pro- 
gressives were tio part uor par- 
cel of the Baptist brethreu or 
Tuitker church. The dear old 
name "Brethreu church" — re 
adopted at our last convention 
was by bim understood to be a 
new uame for a new but seced- 
ing party and hence uot untitled 
to church property. 

Case after case, out of the 
books similar troubles in other 
churches had sprung up, were 
cited and decisions ou church 
pioperty were always in favor of 
the party holding to tbe domin 
ant power in conferences. 

Hence, the Dayton congrega- 
tion of Brethren though granted 
to be a separate church district 
from Beaver Creek, because of 
informality (according to G. B. 
Miami Valley elder rule) in the 
organization their officers, min- 
isters, deacons and trustees, the 
Court ignored cud the old G. B. 
trustees, out in the country, came 
into indisputable possession of 
this old brethren landmark, ou 
the corner of Jackson and Van- 
buren streets. The most sing- 
ular of all things in this elabor- 
ate decision tbe judge says in 
the winding up, "ia as much 
as both the Conservatives and Pro- 
gressives declaim having any 
scriptural right to gain from each 
other or Jrom any body else prop- 
erty by litigation and both claim to 
be a religious people as churches 
working for the illumination of the 
unsaved, 1 ailcw that they sell the 
property in dispute and give the 
Progressives one third of the pro- 
ceeds." 

Good advice, but why did be 
not make that the decision from 
a point of equity in law? 

Advise ; Advise ; Unless it is 
coming to the Conservatives to 
be subject to the advice of high- 
er powers the legislative and 
judiciary of our laud, there is 
little to be hoped for in the 
judge's advice. Does the judge 
know tbe record the Conserva- 
tives have mede tor themselves 
in the last few years on church 
property questions? Certainly 
not. They have acted just like 
other sectarians— thrown charity 
to the wind — in their greed for 
gain have gone to the fullest ex- 


tent of the law, and if in tbe 
judgment to come God will 
measure 'to them ae they measure 
to Progressive Brethren, the 
hand-writing on the wall ot tbe 
Babylonian palace did no less 
declare tbe doom of the king 
than it will theirs, "Weighed 
and found wanting." 

O what charily, like a sweet 
faced virgin of beauty, love and 
peace, may step up and look 
those Conservative brethren 
lovingly and beseechingly in the 
face, and say to them "while you 
live let others live alao." "While 
you claim to work for the Mas- 
ter,, give others a chance also," 
and thus gain a signal victory for 
Jesua. The old meeting house 
here iu the city one ot the old 
landmarks for the last few years 
more than ever has been open 
every Lord's day, and n standing 
invitation "O come and let us 
worship" given to all, to Conserv- 
atives, Old Order and Progres- 
sive, and now, soon, the eject- 
ment will ceme and the workers 
have gone and under the auction- 
eer's. hammer the highest bidder 
may erect a devil's den and in-
